On 3rd of September, 1985 the mass 
media in the Democratic Republic of Afgh- 
anistan reported: 

"at 11:08 AM, local time a civil air 
liner of the Bakhtar Afghan Airlines, af- 
ter refueling at the Kandhar Airport in a 
domestic flight on its way from Kabul to 
Farah was shot and crashed by a ground-to- 
Air Rocket at an altitude of 3,800 metres. 
All the passangers on board along with the 
crew were killed." 

According to the accepted Internatio- 
nal norms and inter state conventions such 
acts are condemned. The Convention on 
Preventing Illegal Deeds against the Im- 
unity of Civil Aviation regards the Perp- 
etrators of such deeds as guilty. 

The act of terrorism took the life of 
47 passangers and the 5 crew on board. No 
complex study is needed to come to the co- 
nelusion that the weapon used was modern 
and sophisticated one. The altitude. at 
which this civil airliner of the Bakhter 
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Afghan Airlines was shot clearly showed 
after examination and at a close sgrutiny 
of the aviation experts it was proved th- 
at this aircraft with innocent civilians 
on board was shot down by NATO made “Blo~ 
wpipe" an anti-Aircraft Rockete 

This shooting down of the Bakhter At- 
ghan Airliner is recorded as the worst ai- 
rerash in the acai cat Afghan civil 
aviation. 

After a few days the reports: of the 
aviation experts, were fully justified. 
It was the extremists along with their US 
masters who had shot the plane with "Sti- 
nger" Rocket which they had received as 
humanitarian aid" from the Reagan Admin- 
istratione The present information clea~ 
rly reveals the story behind this act of 
terrorism. It unmasks the mission of the 
Western and US mercenaries in the Democr- 
atic Republic of Afghanistan who illegaly 
cross the borders and are involved in in- 
human acts, in disturbing peace and secu~ 
rity of the people. This information is 
an example of the many such crimes commi-~ 
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tted by the mercenaries, This is the st- 
ory of Charles Thornton, a US claimed jo- 
urnalist who came as a reporter with a. 

' "Medical Mission" but with a CIA licence 
to Kill. 


PROTEST TO U.S. SENATE 


“The peoples of the world have once 
.again been informed of another shameless 
and black crime of the counter-revolution°- 
of Afghanistan of late. At 11:8 a.ms on 
the 3rd of September, 1985, a civil airl- 
iner of the Bakhtar Civil Afghan Airlines 
Company, after getting fuel from Kandahar 
in a domestic flight on its way from Kabul 
to Farah, was hit and crashed by a ground- 
to-air rocket at an altitude of 2,800 met- 
res (3,800 metres standard). And, all pe- 
ople on board the plane, 47 passengers and 
5 crew members, including six children, 
seven women, two physicians, one engineer 
and other civilians, were killed. 

This is a big crime, a misanthropic, 
anti-Islamic deed in contravention of all 
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laws, regulations and internet ional conv- 
entions on civil aviation./ It would, wh- 
enever may it be necessary, disclose once 
again the ugly, trick and /predatory natu- 
re of the counter-revolutionary elements 
of Afghanistan, who enjoy the full suppo- 
rt of the reaction of the region, and 
Chinese hegemonism and imperialism headed 
by US imperialism, 

It is not the first time. that the co- 
unter-revolution of Afghanistan resorted 
to such an ominous deed against the air 
planes of the DRA of civilian airlines. 
Last year, an airliner DC-10 was attacked 
by the counter-revolution and got heavy 
demagee A group of Afghan counter-revo- 
lutionaries and a number of Pakistani sp- 
les caught in the DRA disclosed twice the 
plans on hijacking Afghan civil airliners. 

Is the accomplishment of all these cr- 
iminal and disgraceful deeds possible wi- 
thout the support of the reaction of the 
region, particularly that of Pakistan, © 
Chinese hegemoniam and international imp- 
erialism, headed by US imperialiam ? 
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Is it not imperialism and reaction, who 
finance, arm and equip the counter-revol- 
utionaries and then despatch them into our 
revolutionary country ? Is it not the US 
Senate and the Reagan Administration, who 
endorsed the "aid" of 280 million dollers 
to the Afghan counter-revolution only for 
this year and decided some time baok to 
put modern ground-to-air (Stinger) rockets 
at the disposal of Pakistan and the cou- 
nter-revolution of Afghanistan ? 

The altitude where the Bakhtar airli- 
ner was shot, shows that this crime was 
committed precisely by those up-to-date 
ground-to-air rockets. As a result, 52 
people on the board the Bakhtar airliner, 
including the children, women and a numb- 
er of other innocent people, became the 
victims of the dead-spreading rockets of 
the USA. 

The Convention on Preventing Illegal 
Deeds against the Immunity of Civil Avia- 
tion regards the perpetrators of such de- 
eds and their alliances as guilty. What - 
a surprise that the United States of 
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America is not only the signatory of this 
convention, but is among the "guarantors" 
What a good guarantee } , 

This criminal deed of the Afghan cou- 
nter-revolution, committed with the supp- 
ort of US imperialism, can only be named 
an act of blind terrorism and an inhumane 
crime. 

Is it not the United States of Americ 
that cries over the struggle against inte- 
rnational terrorism ? Yes, but imperiali- 
om calls the national liberation movements 
fighters of the path of freedom, peace and 
progress of peoples as terrorism, And,on 
the contrary, homicidal, plunderous and 
predatory Afghan counter-revolutionary ba- 
nds, according to the tenants of the White 
House (don't laught), are the fighters on 
the path of freedom, crusaders of Islam, 
militants of the righteous path. 

To understand the way of political ex- 
pressions of the White House one needs an 
interpretation, and should consider the 
black as white and the white as black, In 
fact, standing behind all these rhetorics 
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and phraseology in order to confuse the 
public opinion is the Reagan Administrat- 
ion which itself, being the supporter of 
international terrorism and its organiser, 
has elevated it to the level of its state 
policy. 

We, pilots, flight engineers and ste- 
wardesses of the civil airlines of the DRA, 
strongly condemn this Sawag deed, which 
infringes all laws and regulations of int- 
ernational aviation, the deed which has 
deranged the immunity of flights and end- 
angered the life of passengers, the deed 
which is carried by, US weaponry. We want 
to draw the attention of Messrs US Senat- 
ors who wear the mask of the defence of. 
human rights and support for democracy and 
friendship with the Afghan people, to the . 
crime, committed with their help, the cr- 
ime which moves and shocks the conscience 
of every honourable man on earth. 

You should know that the counter-rev- 
olution of Afghanistan is deomed to deci- 
Sive failure.

CHARLES -THORNTON'S VOYAGE 
TO DEATH 


Charles Thornton was a reporter work- 
ing for the American newspaper Arizona Re- 
public. This was his apparent designation 
so ap to have a cover for his other tasks 
wiven to him by the espionage agencies. 
lie was killed in Afghanistan on the night 
of September 20, 1985 during an armed ca- 
mbate. ‘The three note-books of Thornton's 
diary and his 14 reels of films confiscea- 
ted by the Afghan security forces neveal 
his migsion in the Democratic Republic of 
Afghanistan. . 

Charles Thornton who entered Afghani- 
sten illegally along with the armed bandit 
qroups first arrived in Pakistan in August 
1985 together with Judd Jensen and John 
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Mowgan also US cilizens. They, during th- 
eir arrival, registered themselves as med- 
ical workers, 





But this was not what Thornton, Jensen 
and Mowgan had entered Afghanistan, fore _ 
This task of "Medical mission" did not in 
any way, fit-in with the states or profe- 
ssion they had. They came here under a 
well drawn plan which included supply of 
arms, and espionage. The Americans pref- 
erred not to talk about the cargo a 
re to smuggle into Afghanistan even among

He is the one 
who organizes the so-called "Medical Aids" 
to the "Mujahiddins" in Pakistan. In rea- 
lity his work is more related to military | 
and espionage activities than medical aid. 
He tells Thornton that he has mobilized 
200 persons whom he wants to send to Afgh- 
anistan. Dr. Simen is a CIA agent who Th- 
rough his work is involued in military tr- 
a@ining of bandits and conducts espionage 
activities. Thornton says, himself that” 
Simen gave a detailed information to him 
about the content of this mission and in- 
structed him about niccessary secrecy su- 
casurss. 


As Thornton writes no one around them 
knew anything about their mission or abo- 
ut who they were, . These are excerpts fr- 
ym the diary of Thoranton, He writes the 
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following lines on 28, August,1985.

Thornton and his other friends had 
come here after drawing a well plotted 
plan. His work was coordinated with the 
Pakistani authorities. One of them about 
whom he has written in his dairy is Rakh- 
matullah Safi. Safi is one of the Chief 
military adviser of the armed bandit gro- 
ups fighting against the Democratic Repu- — 
blic of Afghanistan. The following are

Meeting with Brigadier General Rahma- 
tullah Safi-Special military adviser to 
Afghan freedom fightes, At 53 he has been 
a soldier all his life, Safi has gradua- 
ted from a special subversive activities 
training centre in fort Bragg (USA).

For more than two weeks the three Ame 
ricans, disguised as Afghans with identit 
carda of a FRG, cilizens travelled in Afg 
hanistan. 

In the course of their mission they 
travelled to very many places, They took 
part in military operations. This is what 
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‘hornton writes in his diary on September

We jumped down from the trucks. There 
vere 23 mjahidin in our group. We foug- 
it with Kelashinkoves and rocket launchers 
The battle lasted untill the sun came UPe 
‘'ilx mujahiddins were wounded and 3 were 
willed. 

A bullet hit my leg at the beginning 
uf the fight. The blood was coming. I 
#lened the wound with my turban. There 
wae no pain, but the blood was warm. I 


was in Quetta for 45 days, then I went. 
back to Kandahar with my leg healed and 
fought with Afghan troops. - 

Charles Thoronton's death was not the 
only consequence of this fatal encounter. 
Hundreds of Americans and other western 
agents have crossed illegally into Afgha- 
nistan smuggling in arms and ammnitions. 

It was during Charles Thoronton's mi- 
ssion that with the weepons which they had 
brought inside Afghanistan that they shot 
down a civilian aircraft, killing all th- 
ose on board. What justification can one 
give to this shooting down of civil airc- 
raft and to illegal entry of Charles Tho- 
ronton, and his friends inside Afghanist- 
an ? It is but obviars and clear that the 
officials in Washington who sanctioned his 
- assignment and sponsored the trip had li- 
ttle to do with journaliams, They were 
given the task to transport ammunitions 
and to kill.

EXTREMISTS COMMIT ANOTHER CRIME 


Om 9th of February 1987, the extr-— 


emists shot down a civilian aircraft ki- 
lling 30 passengers and six crew. This 
happened at a time when the goverament 
of the Democratic Republic of Arghanis- 
tan has proclaimed national reconcilia- 
tion. It has practiced ceasefire since 
15 January 1987, amd has voiced its full 
support for peace and formation of a ma~ 
tional unity goverament with all the op- 
position forces. 


All these historic steps have 
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beer justly supported by the people. 
Thousands of refugees have returrmed he- 
me amd hundreds of the armed groups ha~ 
ve joined the process of mational recom- 
ciliation, but the imperialist and reac- 
tionary forces have not stopped their 
arms supply to the. extremist bands and 
thus support them im their crimes. 


Below we repreduce some of the cO= 
verage of this tragic event im our media. 


The cutthroats and hirelings of im- 
perlalism have committed another imhumar 
crime against the Afghan people by sheo- 
timg down the AN-26 passenger plane or 
flight from Khost to Kabul. The innocent 
people who fell victim to this barbaric 
imcideat were mostly women amd children. 


Such monstrous acts, which are car- 
ried out by the extremist forces im con- 
nivance with the intelligemce agencies 
of the imperialist countries, grossly 
violate the accepted norms of internat~ 
lonal law. For instance, such deeds ful- 
ly contradict the Convention on Inter- 
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natiomal Civil Aviation, drawn up at the 
Chicago I[utermational Civil Aviation Co- 
nference im 1944, and the procedures and 
code of conduct of the International Ci- 
vil Aviation organization (ICAO.) The 
objectives ef ICAO and the International 
Air Transport Association cail for ensu- 
ring safe and orderly growth of interna- 
tiomal civil aviation throughout the wo- 
rld and promote aircraft operation for 
peaceful purposes. These stamdards and 
recommended practices meet the needs of 
the peoples of the world for safe regu- 
lar , efficient and economical air tra- 
usport. 


In resorting to blind terrorism aad 
adventurous acts the extremist forces du 
not conceal their open hostility against 
the relevant intermational norms and hu- 
man behaviour. Their dastardly acts, wh- 
ich were revealed, among others, in the 
shooting down of the Bakhtar Afghan Air- 
line plame in Kandahar in 1985 and in 
the recent tragic incident in Khost, ha 
ve the tacit support of internatioral 
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imperialism, the CIA in the first place. 


The time chosen by the terrorists to 
step up their criminal attacks oR civili- 
an targets, including passenger planes, 
is not accidental. Hand im glove with the 
Reagan Administration, they are trying 
hard to defame and hinder the realization 
of the human and well-defined policy ef 
national reconciliation initiated by the 
PDPA and the state of the DRA. 


The Associated Press recently repor- 
ted that im addition to the 2 billien do- 
llars, earmarked so far by the USA again- 
st the DRA, Washington intends to put an- 
other package of 268 million dollars at 
the disposal of CIA im 1988 fer its anti- 
Afghan' activities, Moreover, the delivery 
of 150 stinger-type Missiles to the eppor- 
ents of the Afghan revolution manifests 
the endeavours of Washington to intensity 
its anti-Afzhan activities exactly at a 
time when the Afghan People are launching 
a wide Campaign in Suppert of the precess 
of peace and national reconciliation, :

AN-26 plane in Khost hit by a rocket 
fired by enemies of peace and tranquility 
of our people which resulted in the death 
of 30 fellow countrymen, including women, 
children and old men and of crew of six, 

This shocking incident has aroused the 
indignation of our peace-loving people, 
Messages condemning the incident have be- 
en issued by the Extraordinary Supreme Co- 
mnission for National Reconciliation, Law- 
yers' Association of the DRA as well as 
the All Afghanistan Women's Council. 
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The condolence message of the Extrao- 
rdinary Supreme Commission for National 
Reconciliation in Afghanistan to the com- 
mission for national reconciliation in 
Khost division said: 

"We have regretfully learnt of the cr- 
ash of an AN-26 plane at 11:30 on Februa- 
ry 9 carrying civilians from Khost to Kae- 
bul and the martyrdom of innocent countr- 
ymen including children, women and old 
mene Strongly dencouncing this provoce- 
tive action perpetrated by exteremist el-— 
ements on direct orders of imperialist ci- 
rcles, above all US imperialism, the Ext- 
raordinary Supreme Commission for NR in 
Afghanistan expresses its deep condolence 
to you and through you to the bereaved fa- 
milies, "The Commission said that such in- 
humane and irresponsible acts can not de= 
stablise, as imperialists expected, the 
peaceable determination of our people to 
pursue the policy of national reconcilis- 
tion. 

The message of the Lawyers' Agssociae- 
tion of the DRA to the International Union 
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of Democratic Lawyers: 

Your union may be aware, that the ph-

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan, Sept. 30 
(Reuters) — An American journalist 
traveling with a Mosiem rebel group in 
southern Afghanistan was killed in a 
rocket attack on his truck last week, a 
guerrilla group said today. 

A letter from the rebels reported the 
death and burial of the journalist, the | 
Hezb-I-Islami Party said. He appar- ) 
ently died during an ambush 12 miles 
east of Kandahar, the group said. His 
identity was not given. — 

The guerrilla group said three other 
Americans who survived the attack 
were probably still in Kanéahar Prov- 
ince. One was reported wounded. 

The journalist who died was the third 
foreign reporter to be killed while 
covering the six-vear-old Afghan war, 

“The rebel group, said one guerrill 
was killed and five others waned in 
the attack. 


The United States Embassy in Isla 
mabad said it had no infotmation about 
the reported death. 
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
